Added to Dr. Wasdin's figures sent to 
Dr. Wyman previously this makes up 
to date 40 cases in all which have oc- 
curred at the home, of which eight 
have proved fatal. 
Surgeon White 


telegraphed Dr. Wyman that in his 
opinion there was little 
douht that 


there had been some f^yer infection in 
the 
neighboring 
village of Phoebus, 


but the surgeon general said that this 
dispatch had not been followed by any 
evidence of a positive case at that 
place. 


None of the nearby towns other than 


Phoebus has reported the appearance 
of infection or suspicious cases. 
The 


people for miles around the home are 
very much alarmed, but are quiet. No 
restrictions have been placed on the 
departure of the several hundred vis- 
itors at Old Point Comfort, but Dr. 
Pettus, who has absolute charge of af- 
fairs there, will exercise careful su- 
pervision of those who may leave, so 
as to avoid danger of their communi- 
cating the disease.
